Extensive Preparations for Its Meeting 
Next January~“iembers of the Third

Linco.n, Neb., Nov. 38.—The Legislature ' 


of the State assembies the 2d of January 
next, and preparations for the event are be- 
ing made at the State-House and elsewhere 
in this city on a more extensive scale than 
usual.

But even without 
these two parishes Kellogg's majority was 
over 2,000, and the desperate step of refusing 
him the certificate and disfranchising the 
yast majority of the voters of the Third Dis- 
trict was adopted by McEmery. He alleges 
that Mr. Kellogg is not a citizen of the dis- 
triet or State and has giyen him till Monday 
to filea brief in reply. Mr. Kellogg shows 
that he went te Louisiana in 1865 and was 
the sixth man registered under the military 
reconstruction in 1866 in the Parish of Or- 
leans, Since that time he has constantly 
registered and voted in the State, bought and 
sold preperty, sued and been sued in the 
State courts as a citizen, served four years 
as Governor of the State and ten years as 
United States Senator from it, and still 
holds the last-named position. He has been

From a cause supposed to have been hope 
lesly lost, ingenious and enterprising attor- 
neys have discovered a ray of deliverance, 
In the words unless restrained by some con- 
tract in the charter” they conceived might 

be eooked a pretext for rehearing, perhaps 
—— or modifying the previous de- 
cisions, because of some contract in the 
charter of the railway company. Asa gen- 
eral thine the charters of the various railway 
companies are substantially the same, and as 
one of the most liberal of all the charters 
was that held by the Illinois Central Rail- 
Dad Company, granted in 1850, at a time 
when the States were laboring to grant to the 
companies everything they asked, a case was 
made to.test the restraining power of cen- 
tracts under the charter. Another case was 
made ap under the charter of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Company, and this lat- 
ter case is the one to be heard at the present 
term of ti court. 

The facts are few and brief: A man named 
Lewis took a seat in the cars on the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Road and tendered 
the conductor 18 cents, that being the fare 
established by the jaw of Lilinois for the dis- 
tance traveled, The conductor refused this, 
and demanded 20 cents, that sum being the 
fare preseribed by the company. Payment 
of the 20 cents not being made, Lewis was 
expelled by the conductor. Ruggles, the 
Conductor, was arrested, charged with an 
assault, and fined therefor. The case 
appealed, and eventually was decided by the 


Supreme Court of IIUnois, which affirmed 


the conviction. The conductor now carries 
the ease to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and Attorney-General McCartney ap- 
pears for the State of Illinois. 

Though technically the amount in contro- 
versy was but two eents, the case involves the 
whole question of the power of the State to 
fix the maximum rate te be charged by rail- 
way companies for the transportatteon of pas- 
sengers and freight, eyen where under the 
charter of the road the State has contracted 
that the company may prescribe its own 
rates. 

The State of Illinois pleads its statute of 
1 i, by whieh it established the maximum 
rates for transportation. The railroad com- 
pany replies that that statute violates the 
charter of the company, and therefore is in 
conflict with the Constitution, which prohib- 
its any legislation impairing the obligation 
of contracts. 

To this the State responds that t of 
1871 is merely a police regulation, as 
such its enforcement is only the enforcement 
of the criminal law of the State, and that 
under no circumstances could the Legisia- 
ture part with or surrender this power in a 
charter or otherwise, The State further 
contends that what is not expressly given by 
a charter or is necessary to carry out some 
power expressly given is withheld, and that 
the charters of this railroad company do not 
give an exclusive power to the officers of the 
company to fix rates, and that the reservation 
of the police power to regulate isin no way 
parted with. 

The argument of the case is most elaborate, 
The whole ground covered by the Granger 
cases is gone over fully. Substantially the 
whole question involved is, whether the State 
by a charter can under any cireumstances 
surrender or bagter its inherent right. of 
police authority to which that of fixing rates 
of transportation confessedly belongs; and 
second, whether in case the State may do 
this, apd actually does this in granting a 
charter to a railroad company to fix the rates 
of transportation, that grant does not carry 
with it an exclusive power to fix sueh rates; 
and then, where this grant of power is not 
exclusive, is he State precluded because of 
the charter from the exercise of a power 
which it possessed, has never divested itself 
of, and which the State has never, even in 
the charter, contracted not to exercise ? 

This pretense that the State has, by grant- 
ing to a railroad corporation the power to fix 
rates of transportation, lost, surrendered, or 
abandoned that police power of regulation 
which the State cannot alienate, is the last 
struggle against State authority, and there is 
hardly, any doubt but that it will be over- 
ruled, as all the other points have been in 
the so-called Granger cea ses. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PROGRAM. 

Tae Tripune has already taken occa- 
sion to comment on — significant diversity

ple. It is worthy of remark, however, that 
the Sun omits from its pregram all mention 
of a sweeping and practical civil-seryice re- 
form by age which the Courier-Journal has 
important plank in its 
platform. * iter of the Sun has suffi- 
ciently improved his opportunities for study- 
ing the Democratic party from a distance te 
understand that a project which shall elimi- 
nate the 100,000 Government offices from a 
Presidential contest is not caleulated to spur 
Democratic politicians to extraordinary*ef- 
forts. Mr. Dana understands these things 
better than Mr. Watterson does. 

The striking disagreement between these 
two Demoeratie leaders, however, is to be 
found in the treatment of the revenue affairs 
whieh they recommend respectively: Mr. 
Watterson proposes “to put the tariff upon 
u rigidity revenue basis,” and “to overhaul 
the internal-tax system, reduce it and revise | 
it, and, making it simpler, make it cheaper 
and more remunerative.” This is certainly a 
very different scheme from that which pro- 
poses to “ abolish the internal-revenue abom- 
ination,” and to make the tariff yjeld “ suffi- 
elent to provide for the wants of the Goyera- 
ment, as Mr, Dana proposes, There is a 
legend that Mr. Dana went over to the Demo- 
eratic party largely for personal reasons; but, 
when he did so, he carried with him the 
Wigh-tariff theories which he acquired un- 
der the tutelage of Horace Greeley in 
his earlier years of newspaper and po- 
litical service. He believes thoroughly 
in raisit® all the revenne necessary 
for the support ot the Government from 
taxes on imports, levied primarily with the 
purpose of fostering and protecting Amer- 
ican industry. This is precisely what would 
be ac hieved by his scheme to abolish the in- 
ternal-reyenue system. Such a course would 
release whisky and tobaeco from every dollar 
the consumers of those articles now pay the 
Government, though the tax thereon is now { 
collected without any sense of burden on 

the part of those who drink and smoke, and 
notwithstanding the exemption of Whisky 
and tobacco from taxation would accrue to 
the benefit of those engaged in the manu- 
facture and sale thereof ang not te the con- 
sumers. But Mr. Dana, and his candidate 
for Speaker and leader of the Democratic 
Congress— Mr. Randall-and the entire set 
of high-tariff Democrats, care nothing for 
the economic principles inyolved. They want 
merely tosave the high tariff. The abolition of 
the entire internal-tax system would make it 
almost impossible to reduce the existing 
tariff. The yield of internal taxation this 
year is estimated at $140,000,000, which is 
just about amount of the surplus reve- 
nue. To dispense with this amount of inter- 
nal revenue, therefore, will be to reduce the 
resources of the Government to the actual 
expenses of carrying it on and compiying 
with the laws for the payment of interest, 
extinguishment of the public debt, mainte- 
nance of the pensions, and liquidation of the 
eurrent expenses. This would shut off the 
opportunity tor reducing the tariff.

MARSHAL HENRY AND THE er. 

The motives of President Arthur in the 
removal of prominent subordinates for the- 
alleged offense of giving aid and sympathy to 
tha star-route gang of swindlers are being 
sought after and questioned. They are not, 
however, by any means of the first impor- 
tance. The important thing is that the inde- 
soribable meanness and wickedness of such 
| aid and sympathy cofnpels the punishment 
of the offenders. Weare not disposed even 
to criticise the lateness ef the act of the Pres- 
ident He should be allowed to judge of the 
time to strike. The blow has been delivered, 
and this is enough. But the philosophical 
explanation of the act ef removal is that pub- 
lic sentiment will not permit the shield of 
protection to be thrown about officials who 
80 far forget their duty as to cast their influ- 
ence, by so much asa word, into the scale in 
favor of plunderers of the Government, 

We are not going into the question of the 
guilt or innocence of Marshal Henry, so 
far as his official acts are concerned, We 
rest his case on his interview at Cleveland, 
in which, if he is correctly reported, he 
spoke, at least lightly, of the Government 
case, Which seemed overwhelmingly strong 
to the public, and which the Law Depart- 
ment of the Gevernment was struggling 
against a sea of difficulties to make good. If 
this does not show sympathy for the star- 
route thieves it certainly shows indifference 
to the interests of the Government, and this is 
enough to warrant the step the President has 
taken. 

Doubtiess Mr. Arthur would have pre- 
ferred not to disturb Marshai Henry. He 
Was the personal friend of Garfield, and it is 
not reasonable to suppose that the President 
would wish to strike a blow that would rouse 
the antagonism of the friends of his great 
predecessor in office—certain/y not without 
good cause. And the interview already re- 
ferred to seems to be an adequate cause. The 
letter of ex-Attorney-General Mac Veagh, 
which has just been made public, shows in 
what detestation Garfield held the star-route 
ring. Mr. MacVeagh says he spoke of the 
frauds as “unparalleled villainies,“? as ‘a 
loathsome ulcer on the body politie which 
needed to be cut out, with all its roots, no 
matter where they extended.” 

It is incredible that Marshal Henry should 
have spoken so lightly of crimes so severely 
characterized and with such vehemgnt in- 
dignation by his dead friend, the 
dent. inthe light of the reprodu by 
MacVeagh of the Janguage of Garfield the 
interview of Marshal Henry becomes simply 
disgusting. Not tp have removed him under 
these circumstances would have been to have 
shown a mistaken tenderness towards him 
merely on the ground of his relations with 
Garfield. That Garfield would have removed 
him under like circumstances there is no 
room for doubt; and Mr. Arthur correctly es-

The alleged murderers ate ‘three brothers, 
James, Leon, and Armand Peitzer, and their 
victim was M. Bernays, one of the most cele-" 
brated barristers of Antwerp. ‘The Peltzer 
family is almost equaliy distinguished in a 
commereial way, the head ‘of the family hav- 
me been a wealthy indigo metchant at Ver- 
yiers, and the 5 a. member of a cele- 
brated family of bankers, They had. four 
sens, the fourth one pew representing a mer- 
eantile firm in Buenos Ayres. The other 
three brothers started various business en- 
terprises in ssels and Antwerp which 
royed disastrous. A few years ago Leon 

eltzer was engaged to. one Mile, Pecher, 
who afterwards married M, Bernays. He 
then disappeared, and was not heard of again 
until his arrest as one ot the murderers of 
M. Bernays. 

The circumstances attending the erime are 
extremely interesting. Last December 3 
man giving the nameof Vaughan rented a 


house at 159 Rue de la Loi, Brussels, which | 


the owner fitted up in magnificent sty!e for 
the tenant. M. Bernays bought a ticket for 
the Rue de la Loi Station on the 7th of Jan- 
nary and was not seen afterwards, thongh 
detectives made a close search for him, 
About a week after the disappearanee, the 
Public Proseeutor of Antwerp received a 
letter from Hasel, written in English, and 
signed Vaughan, * in which the writer 
stated that M. Bernays had called upon him 
at 159 Rue de la Loi, and while examining 3 
pistol, the barrister being a connoisseur in 
firearme, the weapon was accidentaily dis- 
charged and killed him. Acting upon the 


information contained in the letter, officers 


searched the house and in a small room off 
the drawing-room the body of the unfort- 
unate barrister was found in an arm-chair 
near a table, to which it had evidently been 
removed. The gas was still burning, and on 
the table wa a letter addressed to the Cor- 
oner, signed Vaughan,“ explaining how 
the accident occurred. Several revolvers 
lying upon the table and one on the floor, an 
American pistel, and a pool of blood near 
the desk completed the ghastly surround-- 
ings, | 

The seareh for * Vaughan eommenced at 
once, and the officers soon found that there 
was no such man, and that Vaughan” was 
an assumed name for Leon Peltzer, and, fur- 
ther, that while in Brussels he had induced 
M. Bernays to come to his house on pre- 
tense of transacting some business with him 
relative toa transatlantic shipping scheme. 
Hils arrest was finally éffected through infor- 
mation furnished by Dr. Lavise, an eminent 
surgeon of Antwerp, who was a friend of 
the brothers. When the search for Leon 
commenced, his brothers declared that he 
was in St. Louis, Mo. About the ist of 
March, however, Armand Peltzer waited 
upon Dr. Lavise and asked him to con 
his brother, who would arrive the next 
The Doctor not only absolutely refused, bat 
turned Armand out of his house and notified 
the authorities of the information he had re- 
ceived, and this led te his arrest at Cologne, 
just as he was stepping on a train for Brus- 
seis. 

After the the murderer made a 
statement which was intended to clear his 
brothers trom complicity in the crime, 
though the statement gives no hint as to the 
real motive which actuated him. He said 
that there was a struggle between himself 
and M. Bernays, and that he shot him. He 
then went to Antwerp and broke into M. 
Bernays’ house, where he replaced the law 
documents the latter had brought with him. 
He furthermore took a suit of the lawyer’s 
clothes with him back to Brussels, reéntered 
the house, and substituted them for the 
bloody clothing on the corpse, though he had 
to break both the stiffened arms in order to 
do it. He then placed the body in the chair, 
as it was found, lit the gas in that awful 
chamber of death, and left it. 

The statement of Leon and the evidence 
in the hands of the authorities clearly exon- 
erated James, and he was discharged from 
arrest, but Armand was indicted as accessory 
to the crime and is now on trial with his 
brother. What the actual motive for the 
crime was has not yet appeared, and it is the 
chief mystery that surrounds it, There are 
not wanting those who believe that the for- 
mer conduct of the widow of M. Pare 
was in some way a cause for it, It will be 
remembered that about the time Leon failed 
in business he was engaged to be married to 
her and tgat she forsook him, which gives 
rise to the theory that revenge for her re- 
pulsion of him may have been the motive. 
It is somewhat singular in this, connection 
that she has instituted a civil suit against the 
Peltzers, which renders it unnecessary for 
Her to appean as a witness for the prosecu- 
tion, though her testimony must be in the 
highest ‘degree important, Whatever the 
motive may have been, the trial has aroused 
an unprecedented interest in Europe. Hun- 
dreds of witnesses have been summoned 
from the prineipal cities in Belgium, Hol- 
land, France, Germany, and England, and 
also from this country, and mostof the 
prominent lawyers from many of these 
countries have gone to Brussels to attend 
the trial, whieh it is expected will occupy 
several months, 1

THE MORGAN MYSTERY. 
COMMENT ON THURLOW WEED’S PAPER. 
Special teh to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 3.-~There was tonsider- 
able comment today in Masoni¢ circles over 
Thurlow Weed’s sworn paper on the Mor- 
gan mystery. While there was little new in 
the document beyond the fact that it was ac-
